CANTONMENT BOARD, MlHOW CANTONMENT 
Mhow Cantonment, the ISth February 1980 

S.R.O. No. 7412/174387, dated 13th February 1980 
WHEREAS a draft of the bye-laws for the collection and 
recovery of tax on entry of the vehicle in Mhosv Cantonment 
was published with the Cantonment Board's Notice No. 7412/ 
T/2434, dated the 27th September, 1979, as required by 
section 284 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), for 
inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to 
be affected (hereby within a period of 30 days from the date 
of publication of the said Notice; 

AND WHEREAS the said Notice was put on the Canton- 
ment Notice Board on the 27th day of September, 1979; 

AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions were re- 
ceived from the public by the Cantonment Board before the 
said date; 

AND WHEREAS the Central Government have duly 
approved and confirmed the said draft of the bye-laws as 
required by sub-section fl) of section 284 of the said Act; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 284 of the said Act, the Cantonment Board, Mhow, 
hereby makes the following bye-laws, namely 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These bye-laws 
may be called as the Tax on Entry of Vehicles (within the 
Limits of Mhow Cantonment) Bye-laws, 1980. 

(2) These bye-laws shall conic into force on and from 
the date oi their publication in Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In these bye-taws, unless the context 
otherwise requires — 

(i) “Act” means the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 

1924); 

(ii) “Barrier” means a Naka established by the Board; 

(iii) “Board" means the Cantonment Board, Mhow; 

(iv) “Cantonment" means the Cantonment of Mhow; 

(v) "Cantonment Executive Officer” means the Canton- 
ment Executive Officer of Mhow Cantonment; 

(vi) "Octroi Moharrir" means the official in charge of 
a barrier; 

(vii) "Octroi Superintendent” and "Octroi Inspector” 
means the officials so designated and authorised to 
enforce the provisions of these bye-laws; 


(viii) “Officials” means petfsons authorised) to assist the 
Octroi Superintendent or the Octroi Inspector in the 
discharge of their duties; 

(ix) “tax” means the tax on entry of vehicle leviable on 
the entry of vehicles within the liimts of Mhow 
Cantonment; 

(x) “Vehicles” mean all moior vehicles carrying passen- 
gers on hire, trucks for carrying goods, tractor with 
trailor, three wheeled auto riksha or tempo meant 
for carrying goods or passengers and mini bus 
carrying goods or passengers. 

3. When the tax becomes due — (.1 ) The tax shall become 
due on the entry of vehicles within the limits of Mhow Can- 
tonment and shall be payable at the barrier, to the Moharrir. 

(.2) No person who is liable for the payment of the tax 
shall bring within the limits of Mhow Cantonment any of 
the vehicles specified in the notification imposing tax on entry 
of the vehicles until the tax due in respect thereof as laid 
down in the said notification has been paid to such Moharrir 
or his assistants and at such barriers or place as the Board 
or the Cantonment Executive Officer may from time to time 
appoint. 

4. Power to refuse entry on seizure — It shall be lawful for 
the Cantonment Executive Officer, Octroi Superintendent or his 
assistant or the Octroi Moharrir or any other officials especial- 
ly authorised by the Cantonment Executive Officer in writing 
in this behalf to deny entry within the limits of the Canton- 
ment to such vehicles who refuse to pay the tax on demand 
at the barriers and also to seize such vehicles as envisaged 
in section 82 of the Act, in order to effect the recovery of 
the tax, 

5. The person liable to pay tax — (1) The tax on the vehicles 
as specified in the notification imposing tax on entry of 
vehicles shall be paid primarily by the driver or the person 
in charge of such vehicles or conveyance at the time of its 
entry into Cantonment limits, but it shall be recoverable from 
the owner of the vehicle also. 

(2) The vehicle carrying passengers shall also, be liable to 
the tax and the tax shall be paid by the driver of such vehicle 
or person in charge of such vehicle or owner. 

(3) The Moharrir or official authorised by the Cantonment 
Executive Officer in writing shall tender a carbon copy of 
face value ticket for the amount paid and shall retain the 
original. 

6. Power to stop a vehicle at the barrier and the Moharrir 
to recover the tax — (1) Every driver of a vehicle or con- 
veyance entering the limit of Mhow Cantonment shal stop 
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his vehicle at (he entry bariicr for reasonable time to enable 
the Mobarrir to recover the iax. 

(2) Such driver shall also stop the vehicle or conveyance 
when called upon to do so by the Cantonment Executive 
Officer or by (he Octroi Supirinlcndenl or Ortioi Inspector 
or any o.her officials of the BoaiJ duly authorised lor this 
purpose by the Cantonment Executive Officer for the puipo c 
of detecting evasion of p_ymcnl of iax, 

(3) Such inspection shall include examination of the face 
value ticket issued by the official concerned and recovery of 
the short payment if any discovered.
